111 lucce(s betel Centurettus, who when he had flain 
Antioch, would needs back theHorſe of his flainMa- 
ftec.Ic is alſo noted what inly love Nzcomedes his horſ 
bare to his Lo:d and Maſter, when after his death of 
mecre grief tamiſted himſelf, We read of Aerhon,the 
Horſe of Paſ{as, who was evidently obſerved & ſeen to 
weep at the faneral of his Maſter. $:1;#s makes report 
of two famous Horſes called Pelor us & Ciraus, he one 
eninent for his proweis & hardinets in war,and the 
other for his unparale'led. (wifeneſs. Moreover we 
may r:ad, how that this poore creature hath ſo we!l 
meritedof ma1,as that migy have eretedMonuments 
and Sepu'chers, Cce'ebrated Exequies, builded and 
founded munificent Cities, ſet up P:ramides, made 
Evitaphs, erected goodiy Statues, inſtituted i-lates 
and Games, aad ali theſe in honour of the Horſe; 
beſties many orher remarkable things right worthy 
of note, SE 
.In the way of Breeding, I do intimate unto thee the 
manner hoy, the ſeaſon when, the place where toge- 
ther with the colours, marks,$: ſhapes.as well of thy 
Stallions,as of thy Race,or Stud Mares,8 from what

The ſecond Book confifieth cheifly of the manner 
how thou maieſt cure all ſuch diſeaſes and maladies 
(both intrinſecal and extrinſecal Jwhere unto either 
the life of the Horſe, or any of bis limbs or members 
may be ary way endzmaged orin danger. ThisI have- 
handled by way of familiar Dialogue, which I hold 
ro be beſt, for a voiding of prolix and over: tedious 
diſcourſes, by reaſon it will very much helpe the me- 
morie of the Reacer,and keepe his minde the better 
attent upon the ſtate of the Queſtion or ſubjeR in 
hand,and by that means I may ny ſelf be the better 
able alſo co explicate and deliver my meaning much 
morecleerly.In which Dialogue, I have introduced 
as prolocutors,three perſons onely,v:;, Firſt, Hipps- 

hylus a Genileman,cne whois the true lover of the 
Horſe:Secondly, H:ppye'rus the Ferrier or Mariſhal, 
ore moſt expert in Horſe-leachcrat r: And thircly, 
Hippoſerns hisServen: & journie-man,ſom-imes is 
Apprentice bred vpb, him, from whome#:pppoſc ru: 
hath had his education and knowledg in th1+ Arc ; 
theſc bc all che Drametis perſone.to thisS_ ene. Wher- 
fore 1n the firſt Chapter, I do ence:vonr to 1!Juſtrace 
unto thec the true Office of the Ferrier, when I do 
produce an exaR examen of his funcion.,

theentire ſtructure of an original body, and ſuch are 
f1 ihe Elements;ſecondly, the Humours; thirdly, 
the natural faculties z fourchly, the inſtrumental 
members ;fifthly, the Spirits animal; fixthly,the Spi- 
rits vital ; ſeventhly, the natural parts, and ſootthe 
reſidue, And haveing ſufficiently diſcufled all theſe 
tings in due order and merhod.lI do then-ſhew thee 

what means we have to preſervethe Horſe from all 

inward diſeaſes, which I do finde to be four in num- 

ber,vi7.By Purge, by Sweat, by Phleboromie,& by 

Vomi.,& then doe I proceed to inculcare unto thee 

the cauſes of health & long hfe, which I do make ro 

be in number rwelve, which if chou do well obſerve, 
they will rebound to thy great utilicy and profir, 

In the third ChapterIdo demonſtrate certainthings. 
moſt beficting a Ferrier to know 6 underſtand well, 
b:fore he (hall cake upon him to adminiſter, in the 
handling whereof I do begin ficſt with the four Elc- 
ments,anatomizing unto thee their crue natures and. 
vertues,and how and where they be ſciruate,athing 
moſt necedful co be known ;” then I goe along witty 
the two proper Elements,ſhewing from whence che. 
ſced & menſtrual bloud is ingendred, thenT paſsfor- 


\ wards in intreating of the four Humonrs, explaining:

.thy cure;nay, I go yet further with thee, in ſhewing 
unto thee an exa&t way whereby to know by the 
complexion it (elfe, the diſeaſes whereuato the Horle 
is moſt propente; then I make known what be the 
cauſes of the evil diſpoſitions of the Horſe, which 
bringeth 8 begetteth unavoydable infirmity & fick- 
neſs, whereof they be ewoin number,viz.Intrinſecal, 
and Extrinſecal,together with a defihition of then1- 
ture of fickneſle ; and (o IT goalong in teaching thee 
the manner how thou oughreſt co adminiſter ſuch 
DP. inks; Potions, Cliſters,and Medicines,without any 
the leaſt peril to thy Horſe,as alſo the time of the day 
moſt ſutable to that purpoſe, and what exerciſe is 
moſt requiſite to be had after Phyſick or Medicine. 
And laftly.T come to touch briefly upon his arine & 
ordure, whereby to givetherules infallible how to 
know 8 underſtand the true ſtate of the body of the 
Horſe,as well in health as in ſicknefle, - 

In the fourth Chapter of this ſecond Book, I do be- 
ginto handle the Cures in particular, wherein I run 
a courſe by my ſelf, which I have not knqwa any be« 
fore me. nndertike:For whereas Maſter Blundevile, 
Maſter Markham,& others,doe begin with all the in:

. this our Ifle of Great Britain did truely know how ho- 
-nourable, and how commendable Horſemanſhip were, 


and how much they areeſteemed and admired,who are 
the true profeſſours thereof, they would labour more 
then they now do;to breed and have good Horſes; but 
it much troubleth me to ſee how little efteem Gen- 
tlemen now a daies have thereof. Some Horſes they 
have, though not for Menage, yet for hunting ; but 
what manner of Hunting 2 Fox-hunting forſooth, or 
Farriers which be as fleet as. petty Grey..hounds 
wherewith they do ſo much overſtraine the ſtrength 
of their poor Horſes (forcing them over deep Fallows 
tough Claies, and wet and rough. lands) that albeit 
thoſe Horſes be ſtrong and able, yet are they ſo toiled 
out therewith, as that when they come home at night, 


they would pitty the heart of him who loveth a horſe, 


to ſee them {o be-mired, blouded, ſpurred, lamentably 
ſpent, tyred out; Whereas if ſuch Horſes had been rid< 
den to the great Saddle and Cannon,they would have 
infinitely de':-hted all men who ſhould have beheld 
them, - 

Bur let me leave them unto their toileſome ſports, 
and et my ſpeech be directed to ſuchHeroick andGe- 
nerous {pirits, who have adefireto inform and berter 
their fnderſtiding 10 the fecrets-of this braveMyſtery; 
who if they. have a will to be edoctrinated therin,then 


for a Mathematical ground. of 'true Horſemanſhip, I 


muſt tell them, rhat chey havingand poſſeſſing ot good 
Horſes; - yea and ridingit J&lf 153little- worth without 
. i the 
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the knowledg of the Ferriers Crafr, at the leaſt in the 
Theorick or Speculative parr, if not in inthe Pradtick; 
and therefore I could wiſh that every worthy Gentle- 
man ſhould have agood" infight rhereinto, albeir he 
doth not make it his Trade, Ocupation or frequent 
practiſe and profeſſion. Yet it would not be-amiſle, he 
be able to know every diſeaſe in aHorle,itsSymproms, 
and how it commeth, -together with the <rrae.; ſigns 
thereof, which indeed is a'mitter of very great conſe- 
quence, For when a Nobleman(7.6.) Knight or Gen- 
tleman ſhall have a Horſe that doth ivell merit his af- 
fetion, and which ſhall be for his turn, if any acci-- 
dent or malady ſhall befall him,albeit he may not him- 
felf rake upon him the cure, and to drench, Bloudy, 
or drefle him with his own hands; yet (ſending for 
a Ferrier) he may diſcourſe with him upon the nature 
of the Diſeaſe, and thereby come to underſtand whe- 
ther the Ferrier ſpeaketh according to Art or not; and 
whether his intended courſe of adminiſtring,be an(we- 
rable to true Art and perfe& Science, and probably a 
ſecure way to perfe the cure; ſo as if the Maſter and 
Owner of the horſe be not himſelf enabled with ſome 
ſuperficial knowledg ar the leaſt,at what time he ſhall 
conſult with the Ferrier, if not (Iſay) able to judg of 
the mans ſufficiency(the Smith himlelf being indeed 
inſufficient) by miſtaking the infirmity, he may igno- 
rantly adminiſter or apply ſuch contrary medicines, 
whereby inſtead of labouring to cure him; he ſhall moſt 
eaſily and infallib!y kill him, to the no ſmall regreer 
and grief of the Owner.

Again, inſtead: of this pretended prejudice, this coms, 
moditie will accrew.to my brethren. Seiths, Marifhals, 
and Ferrers,viz.they {hail by-promuigation of Books 
(of this nature)become much more able, and 'ay:but in 
fades, that is, much more learned and indoqtrinated in 
this generous facuity then ever they were before, by 
which means they will be eſteemed much, more fa- 
mous and/eminent, and cried up for the moſt cx- 
pert and able men.jn this moſt noble Science. Far 
how commeth it to paſſe, that Phyſicians, Chyrur- 
2100s, Lawyers, Divines, anc ail other Artiſts do 
become {o'great- Doctours of their. Arts and P fe, 
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fions,3 nd admired for moſt famous and learned men, 
and fo frequent!y ſought after,enquired our,and ſent 
for when occaſion is*ls it-not for what they haveat- 
tained unto by ſtudy and reading, until which time 
they were not {o.hardieas toadventure upon practice? 
Soas without their Lidra:ie, they could neyer have 
been able co have atcained unto that eminent knows 
ledg they have afterwards aſpired untozneither could 
they otherwiſe have been poſlibly able ro practice 
and work by true Art andScience, For the Works of 
learned and eminent men, is the onlie thing that doth 
enable.them, which are lefc as anever dying Monu- 
ment to.enſuing & endleſs Poſterity,as the common 
good to the weal publick,even co al en{uing ages:Imi- 
rating therin the ancientSages ofGreece,that when a- 
ny man fad invented that thing which was known to 
be comodious.to theRepubti. k,leſt rhe thing ſhould 
be buried w:th the [nveater,and by that means raked 
up with him 1n the aſhes of perpetual pb'ivion: They 
ordained that the fi. ſt Inventer ſhou;d ſer up his 
Science to be known by way of record in their pub- 
li ck $ chool s in ſpatious Tabies and 1a CapitalCha- 
- raters of Gold with this Impreſs,orTitle,viz.cdc y

quod Genti eft quam ni. That is, That thing is to be 
eſteemed better & more excelleat which is commu- 
nicated to the Weal Publique in general, rather then 
to be impriſoned in;the boſome of any particular 
man. Wherefore that thing ( I ſay ) whereat I'do 
principally aims,is to publiſh the trueArr of che Fer»

CHAP, I. 
THE INTRODUCTION 


F we will but take to onr ſerious 
> conſideration how many great ob- 
_ ligations we have to admire the 
? infinite goodneſle of Almighty 
God in creating ſuch a  marvel- 
lous number of creatures, meerly 
for the uſe and ſervice of man, 
whereof no one of them can be 
wanting; and that amongſt them. all, we have none 
more uſeful, or which can be lefle ſpared, then the 
Horſe; no dumb creature more generoas,nor any that 
commeth ſo neere unto = pleaſure of man, A” can. 
erve. 
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The Compleat Horſe man, Cuar.t 


ſerve him better in time of Peace and War ; none bet- 
ter for-manuring and cilling the Earth, and to cauſe it 
co produce its fruits; none more uſeful for bringing 
iathe fruits of the Earth ; none more behoofefull co 
bear and carry him his long and tedious journeyes, in 
hear and cold, through thick and thin, by night and 
day ; none better tocarry him from danger, and to 
land his Maſter at the port of ſafety, then che Horſe : 
and for his paſtimes and recreations, no. creature to be 
compared to this: neither i5 there any creature crea- 
ted by the great Cre.tor of all chings, which doth fo 
perfe&ly underſtand and connive with the nature and 
mind of man, orthat beareth a moreinly love ro man, 
as doth this poor creature the Horſe; for upon all 
occaſions he ſweateth, he trudgeth, he toyleth, he 
drudgeth, he moyleth, he laboureth pro viribss, with. 
. greatalacrity and cheerfulneſle ( (0 long as -his vicall 
ſpirits laſt ) rogivecomfort and content to him that 
teedeth and cheriſheth him, yea and that (T ſay) - with 
ſuch joy and alacrity; as if (like ro a reaſonable crea- 
cure)he found himſelf obliged thereto in the bond of all 
ſincere duty and gratitude, for ſhould Þ {peak rather 
like a Philoſopher then a Chriſtian, I could not but 
agnize narure to be admirable in a!l her works, where- 
in man doth owe unto her infinite, and thoſe very 
great thanks, in that ſhe hath accommodated and 
plentifully furniſhed bim with all chings needfull for 
his uſe, as alſo in thar ſhee hath propagated (among all 
other) the Horſe, the moſt uſefull tor the ſervice of 
man, and who beſt acknowledgeth his Maſter. And 
that this may be the better anaromized, I will (hew 


you what I find recorded by authenticall —— 
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of the excellency of this praiſe-worthy creature. 

The ſo much renowned Bacephalys, who carryed his 
Maſter through ſo many conquered Kingdomes, ſerves 
for an example to-all enſuing 'Ages, who would nor 
ſuffer any man bur great Alexapder to back him, who 
ſeemed to be proud at what'time he carried (o glo- 
rious and viRorions a charge; and it is alſo written of 
him, thac being wounded atithe fiege and facking of 
Thebes, he carried him- conragiouſly through the 
Troopes and throngs of all the Combarants, with in- 

-credible valour and courage, nothing at all eſteeming or 
prizing the loſle of his blood,” being moſt defirous, and 
no lefle willing to do his Maſter all faithfull ferviee, ro 
the utmoſt of his power, and to the effaſion of the laſt 
drop of his blood, labouring to purchafe unto himſelf 
by his (not to be paralelled) valour, and his reſolute 
perſeverance; a victorious advantage over the enemy. 
What never-dying high renown, the Horſe of Ceſar 
gor, I hold little interiour to that of Bucephalns? Diony- 
ſius the Tyrant of Sicily,in a great and well fought bat- 
cel, was himſelf ſo hard put to it, that he was con- 
ſtrained to forſake his Horſe, nevertheleſle the poor 
beaſt made his way through che throngs of the Ene- 

my; who all bloody and mlery as he was, gat him to 
arandevous his Stable. Centanretrus of Galatia,having 
in battel ſlain Antiochus, he in abravado mounted his 

Horſe, who ſoon found by good experience,. ( albeit no 

whit to his advantage) that the ſaid horſe retained a 

reſentment of the death of his ſlain Maſter : for the 

Horſe ſo ſoon as he felt this his new Lord upon his 

back, never gave over flinging, yarking, plunging, and 
bounding, commanding the bit with his teeth, laun-. 
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ching out ſometimes this way, ſometimes that way, 
with ſo great impetuolity and fury, that at lengch he 
caſt his raſh Rider to the Exrth , and then fell ro him 
with his heeles , redoubling his ſtrokes in fo thick and 
violent a manner, not giving over till he had ſlain him 
out right, whereby he gave him lictle cauſe to triumph 
and glory'in his temerarious attempt, We read of _ 
Nicomeats, King of Bythinia,whoſe Horſe (o intirely lo- 
ved him, as that his Maſter was no ſooner dead, bur 
the Hoiſe preſently torſook his met, and fo continu- 
ed,. until ſuch time as he languiſhing for very grief, 
dyed of famine. Yirgil the Prince of Poets, maketh 
| honourable mention of 4erhoy , the Horſe cf Pallzs, 
ſonne of Evander,who ſaith that this Aethon being pre- 
ſent at the funeral of his Maſter, wept for ſorrow, as. 
theſe two verſes do inculcate : | 


After came Aethon, bold in fight: now weeping. 
And in his tears, his mournfull viſage ſteeping, 


Silins 1talicus in his ninth Book, doth highly extol 
two horſes, to wit, Pelorus,and Cirens ſpeaking of them 
in this manner. 


Ready Pelorus was to th hand and rayne, 
ovecaient ſtill, and of a generous ſtrays : 
Hearing his Maſters voyce Cirzus hzes, 
"Fore the beholders, and the wind of flies. 


The tractableneſle and love that the Horſe beareth 
to man, have been the occaſion that ſundry great per- 
ſonages have reciprocally anſwered it , by ereting of 
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Statues, and by building of moſt famous Cities to their 
honour and memory. Alexander before mentioned, foun- 
ded an opulent City in honour of Bucephalus,and gave it 
his name,and celebrated his exequies, The Egyptians e- 
rected moſt magnificent Piramides, and ſumptuous ſe- 
pulchers to ſuch horſes as had ſerved them well in their 
wars,0ttavins Ceſar,and afterhim, Adrianthe Emperor, 
interred their Horſes with great —_ and ſolemnities, 
and cauſed famous Epitaphs to be ingraven upon their 
monuments. The Emperour Commoaxs, did the like to 
his Horſe Parſinus, and commanded: that he ſhould be 
buried in the Yatican; Romulus 'did inſtitute Playes and 
Games called Equitie, in honous of Hortes, and cauſed 
them to bepreſenred in the field of Mars. The £thzo- 
pians did ſo highly eſteem of theſe noble creatures, as 
that they armed their Helmets with-the skins of Horſes, 
(uffering their eares toremaine on, and they did weare 
their tailes upon their Creſts, like-as now a dates men 
uſe their Plumes. Other Nations have done the like, 
who held Horſes in nolittle eſteeme. We read of a Ro- 
man Emperour, who made his Horſe a Senator. . The 
ancient Aſtrologers have likewiſe attributed ſo much 
to Horles, that they have placed one winged amongſt 
the coeleſtial ſignes, The Poets hold that the Fountaine 
(where the nine Muſes uſed tobathe ;themſelves, and 
todrinke ) ſprang up, by the blow of the foot which 
Pegaſus gave againſt the two. topt hill, Parnaſſus. Nep- 
tune, God of the Sea, is ſurnamed Hippius ; by reaſon 
that ( as the Poets doe fable ) the firſt Horſe that was 
ever ſcene, received his origen trom.him,or from a ſtone 
whereon Neptune had poured water, There remaineth 
much more to bee ſaid in honoure of the Horſe, then 
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there hath been already delivered, Wherefore omir- 
ting further Encomiums, and attributes, I haſten to 
matters of greater conſequence. Sithence therefore the 
caſe ſo ſtanderh, that this dumb creature is by Almigaty 
God given unto man.,as a creature of {o uſefull impor- 
rance; what thankfulneſle then are we bound to give 
unto him for ſo great a bleſſing and benefit * And there- 
fore what diligence is required of us ; yea, & what care- 
fulnefle ought we to uſe, in travelling to attaine to this 
ſo neceſſary a creature in the moſt exact manner we are 
able 2 Nor can this poſſible be acquired to our true con- 
tent, unlefſe we doe apply our beſt endeavours herein 2 
for the Ancients have this Proverb, A{rare and excel- 
lent things are hard to compaſſe: and therefore we oughe 
co apply all care and induſtry to attaine unto good Hor- 
ſes, which can never bee ſo well done, as by breeding 
them ; for they muſt bee the Horſes that will bee able 
beſt to ſerve us in thoſe offices whereunto wee fhall in- 
rend them, according as hereafter ſhall be moſt exactly 
!lluſtrated, 
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CHAP. II. 
Of the beſt manner of Breeding. 


T Here are ſo many diverſities of opinions, ſo main- 
ly defended pro & con, that maketh men feare- 
fall co bring that to publique view, which long 
practiceand experience hath brought them to know and 
underſtand to be moſt true and infallible : Neverthe- 
leſſe Ipreſuming, that the more judicious may perad- 
| venture 
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venture favour my Reaſons and Grounds z allowing 
them at leaſt for probable and good, if they hall ad- 
venture to make tryall , which if they bee pleaſed ſo to 
doe, [am confident they will both allow and approve 
. of this my manner of breeding, above all other wayes 
heretofore practiſed; who finding it to bee much bet- 
ter, will never be brought from the ſame method, and 
therefore I would not have any man to condemne mee 
before he ſhall rſt have made tryall. 
' My counſell therefore is, that ſuch generous ſpirits, 
unto whom Almighty God hath extended his benigne 
hand, would take to their conſtueration, how needfull 
a thing it is for them to lay hold upon this ſo noble and 
profitable a bleſfing and benefit, by applying cheir beſt 
care and diligence to breed, good,able and ſerviceable 
Horſes, which may be as eafily performed, and in a 
manner with as litle coſt, as in breeding Jades and 
Baflles ; unuſefull and unprofitable. For by procuring a 
good 2nd able Stud of choyce Mares, and by endeauou- 
ring to get (ele Stallions, which for mettle, ſpirit, 
ſhape, colour, markes, and the like, ſhall be known 
to be rightly bred, and truely generous, as well (I ſay ) 
the Mares as the Stallions ; and theſe, yong, handſome, 
of fize indifferent, that is, neither too (mal, nor too 
larg, long-legged, or under-bodied ; but well knit, 
limb'd, and joynted ; it will bee beyondall peradven- 
ture, bat that you ſhall have Horſes fit wherewith to 
ſerve your Countrey upon al occaſions, and your owne 
turne and your fr:ends, and acquire to ycur ſelfeno: 
{mal honour and commendations both from your' 
Prince, and the Weale Publick. And this the better 
to bee performed, you muſt underſtand that ſome things: 
are 


Furſels, Broome, and the like; theſe will ſerve for 
ſhelter at what time the cold winds doe blow ; the 
refidue of your Grounds ought to have Lawnes and 
Plaines, wherein ſhould be better grafle then the for- 
mer ; and in theſe Lawnes, is needfui there ſhould be 
great Oakes, and ſuch like Timber-trees for them, 
whereby to ſhelter them from the ſcorching Sunnein 
the extreame heates, eſpecially during the time of the 
Canicular dayes ; and theſe trees will alſo defend them 
from the buzzing and ſtinging Fly, which otherwiſe 
would greatly znnoy and afflitthem + You muſt alſo 
accommodate your Grounds with partitions-conveni- 
ent, as well for change, which ſomtimes is moſt requi- 
fite, as alſo whereby to ſegregate each ſort of Cartel 
by it ſelfez as your yong and old, rafe or breeding 
Mares by themſelves, your weanlings by themſelves, 
your Fillies by themſelves, and your ſtoned Colts by 
themſelves, according as your beſt judgment ſhall 
diate ; otherwiſe your breed will be in confuſion, 
and_come to nothing,. and ſo you may run the hazard, 
to loſe both your coſt and paines. Places muſt be alſo 
made apart, wherein both your Maces with fole. and 
thoſe who have their Colts ſucking upon them, may 
run 
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run by themſelves with all quietneſſe and retirednefſe ; 
and every of theſe partitions muſt be ſo ſufficiently 


| fenced, as that no one fort of cattell can break into 


the other. And I do yet further adviſe, that theſe- 
Grounds .be well furniſhed with ſweet and whole- 
ſome water, whereof ought not to be any want, either 
in Winter or Summer, for otherwiſe you may endan- 
gerthe tainting and ſurfetting of them. 

Furthermore, that certain Sheds and Hey-houſes be 
erected for them to be fed in, during the time of the 
Winter, when graſle is ſcanty, and not fo much nour1- 
ſhiag and the cold Windes,Froſtes, Raines,and Snows, 
may greatly pinch and annoy them; in which houfings, 
would be ſet up Racks and Mangers whereat to feed 
them ; there would alſo be laid clean ſtraw for them 
tolye upon, which will very much comfort: and keep 
them warm - But above all, the greateſt care muſt 
be had co the fences in general,pwhether wall, (which 
is evermore the beſt) pale, quickſets, broad ditches, or 
high bankes, leſt they ſhouid at any time break forth, 
and treſpaſſe your neigbours to baſtardize, and wrong 
your breed ; and you onght alſo ro inſtitute a truſty 
and diligent Bayliffe or ſervant, whoſe onely funRion 
ſhould be co make his fence walk morning and evening, 
as dueiy as any well experienced Keeper or Wood-man 
doth his Pale- walk,to fee that his fences be faſt, and his 
Catrel fate - and [et him not fail every day, once at the 
leaſt,to take a true tale and inventory of every ſort of 
Cartel hehath in his ſeveral Grounds, for fear any 
ſhonid be miſſing, or ſome misfortune befalne any of 
them, and ifhe ſhall find any wanting, let him not reſt 
ſearching, uncil he hath found ir; and if ic be in danger

or ſick, let him not give over himſelf if hecan, (other- 
wiſe let him haſte to call company and ſtrength e- 
nough)to free it out of harmes way. 

Now as touching the grounds themſelves,as I would 
not have ther: coo rich , or too rank and deep with 
graſſe ; (0 muſt they not be too barren, ſhort, and 
moſſie; for as well in this ſubject,as in all other things, 
the golden mean is evermore to be preferred, Having 
thus provided your ſelf a Stud of the choiceſt and 
ableſt Mares, for age, colour, ſhape and markes, your 
Stallions alſo of like attributes, your care muſt be to 
ſee your Mares well covered, for in this chiefly conſiſt- 
eth the life and quinteſſence of your breeding. Be you 
therefore marvellous careful], that neither your Stalli- 
on or Mare, have any of theſe enſuing defects; wiz. 
neither Moon-eyes,watry-eyes, or blood-ſhotten eyes, 
or other detect in their eyes or ſight, no taintin their 
winde by Glanders or otherwiſe, no way ſubje& to 
Mainge, Mallender, Sellender, Splents, Spaven, Curb, 
Ring-bone, Scratches, Kybed-heeles, or any other the 
like ſorances ; that they be not Cock-thropled, but 
their Throples very looſe; for let either Stallion or 
Mare have any of theſe maladies, then be you well 
aſſured their Colts will take themas hereditary from 
their Parents: Inſomuch as when you eſteem your 
ſelf confident of ſuch young Horſes,you ſo much defi - 
red to be maſter of, you will be miſtaken; for in- 
ſead of a Stirrier or Horſe for mannage, you have 
bred him fic for nought elſe but the plough, and in the- 
place of a Hunter, he proves a Mil-horſe ; and in hope 
you had a Horſe for a Courſe, he proves for no better 


uſe but the Cart ; and him you deſire to have for.your 
own 
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own Pad-ſ(addle,you will be conſtrained to ſell him to a 
Carrier, to bear a Pack-ſaddle with a burtheo, 

To come to intreat of the time moſt fitting for co- 
 yering your Mares, let that be ſo done, that they may 
calt their Foles in the dead of Winter; as either in 
, December or Fanuary; for during their time of going 
with Fole, to wit, from the day of their Covering,uato 
chat of their Foling, is commonly twelve moneths, and 
ten dayes: Yet ſome do aver, they do want eleven 
dayes of twelve moneths, of which computation there 
is juſt three weeks oddes; Others again do affirm, 
chat Mare goeth but onely cleven moneths, and tea 
cates, wherein 1s greater oddes; but T havefound it to 
be a moſt' certain rule which never did fail me 
(unleſſe in a young Mare upon her firſt Colc, who will 


want ſome fey dates of the ordinary account) and long 


and frequent experience hath made me to be very 
perfect, that a Mare goeth (unlefle ſome miſchance or 
other accident hath other le, occaſioned) twelve 
monethsand ten dayes : Bert when at any time I have 
been preſent when a Mare hath been covered, I have 
in the very minute entred into my Almanack, the very 
day and hour in which ſhe took the Horſe, and be- 
cauſe I would not be deceived, I have been preſent ar 


her foling, and T have found the time never ro fail me, - 


And therefore I could with all breeders to obſerve with 
me the ſame courſe, and they ſhall find this account 
to fall out juſt as I have delivered, It your Mare be co- 
"vered about S, LZucies day, which is the thirteenth of 
D:cember, then will ſhe fole about S. Fhoms day, the 
ſame moneth in the year following: Bur before you 
ſuffer her to be covered, let neither the Stallion or 
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Mare be at grafſe, but taken into the houſe, fix weeks 
or a moneth at the leaſt; during which time,ter them 
be both very well fed with good old Hay and Oates, 
weil duſted and fitted, ' ro the end they may have 
ſtrength and ſeed co perform the office for which you 
have them,Bur if you will have your Mare certainly to 
conceive, then take blood from both fides of her neck, 
and let her bleed at either vein wel-nigh aquart ; which 
muſt be done five or {x daies before ſhe is to be cover- 
ed; andthe next day after her bleeding, give her in a 
quart of new-milk, halfe a i i j, of Artimiſia,alias Mug- 
wort, chopped very (mall,a piece of ſweet Butter, and 
Z 2. of London Treacle warm; all theſe pur upon the 
fiietill che Batterand Treacle be diſſolved, and give 
this to the Mare blood-warme in the morning faſting, 
and ſo the next morning again, and let her drink be 
white water. This drink is moſt ſoveraign to cauſe 
conception,it provoketh ſeed abundantly, ir openeth 
the pores in the body, and cauleth the Mare to keep 
the ſeed ſhe receiveth from the Stallion ; moreover rhis 
drink comforteth the womb and marrix very much - ſo 
as It is great oddes but that ſhe being thus ordered, will 
be ſped andconceive, unlefle ſhe be a Mare of great ſte- 
rility, which ſuppoſed,ſhe is not to be kept for a race or 
breeding Mare, 

Moreover, if you be defirous to have your Mare to 
conceive a Horſe-colt, rather thena Filly; obſerve 
then this leſſon I ſhall here give you. and you ſhall find 
it an infallible rule, which will never miſſe, viz. Ar 
what time you would have your Mare to be covered, 
Let it be done when one of the firſt five maſculine 
Signes do raigne, which are either Aries, Tanrus, Gemi- 
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i, Cancer, Or Leo; but if ſhe ſhall be covered when 
any of the Feminine or watry f1gnes are predominant, 
as Virgo, Libra, Scorpis,Sagittarius,Capricornus, Aquarius, 
or Pileess then be you confident it will be a Filly, For 
this have I often tryed, and found it ſeldome or never 
to fayle me, eſpecially if the winde be either Weſt or 
North ( but Weſt is beſt) at the time of her covering, 
and you will finde this my rule to be moſt infallible, for 
experience hath taughtir me * And 1 have attained unto 
more knowledg by experience, then I was ever able to aſpire 
wnto, either by reading and ſtudy, or by hearing what others 
have diftated, taught, or toldmz: For we have a max- 
ime, Experience #s the beſt and ableſt miſtre[e, and mode- 
ratrix. 

Now for the manner of the covering of your Mares. 
let her be brought into ſome place abroad, and there 
faſtned to ſome ſtrong poſt, then bring out to her ſome 
ſtoned Jade firſt codally with her, and he will provoke 
her co an aptiryde and defire of coity ; which done, ler 
; the Stallion be led forth towards her, betwixt ewo or 
more luſt; ſtrong men who may be able to maſter him 
if he ſhould prove unruly, and let him leape her; and 
let this be done ina morning betimes faſting, which 
done, another man ſtanding by with a paile of cold wa- 
ter ready in his hand, in the very time when the Horſe 
is diſmounring, let him caft che cold water upon her 
ſhape, which by reaſon of the coldneſle, the ſtrength of 
the caſter, and the ſuddenneſle thereof, will cauſe her 
_ toſhrinke in, and truſſe up her body, and it will be the 
meanes to make her retaine the (ſeed in the matrix, 
otherwiſe the .womb would not peradventure ſo ſoone 
encloſe ir, but for ſome time after, howſoever the womb 
C3 ' would 
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would draw together, but not ſo ſuddenly, whereby 
upon the Mares motion there might be ſome danger of 
diſſolving. Take then a way the Stallion, and let the 
Mare be put into ſome remote place alone, from fight 
and hearing of other Horſes and Mares, but let her nei- 
ther eate nor drinke in foure houres after, neither ler 
her have any water at all cill night, and then give her 
either a ſweet maſh, or white water, After the hath | 
beene thus Covered, you ſh:ll know whether or not ſhe | 
hath either conceived, or loſt, or caſt her ſeed, by many 
evident ſymptoms which will appeare to your eye ; for 
if ſhe retaine a good ſtomack ro her meat, and fo con- | 
tinueth, if ſhe donot neigh ar hearing or fight of other 
horſes, it ſhe donor pifle oft times in the day, caſteth 
not her eye about gazing continually at every noyſe ſhe 
heareth,pricketh nor up her eares, and that in three or 
foure dayes after her covering, her belly ſeemeth to be 
more gant, her-haire more flick and cloſe to her skin, 
ſhewing of a brighter colour, and ſhe ſeemeth to fall 
away and becomeleane:if(T ſay )any of theſe Symptoms 
do appeare in her, then is it an evident fign ſhe hath kepr 
her ſeed and conceiveth, butif the coutrary appeare in 
her, then hath ſhe loſtic and ingendred nor. 

But as for offering her. the Horſe againe ten dayes af- 
ter, together with ſ{uchlike etrcumſtances, I hold them 
impertinent for this place, being ſo frequently knowne 
and pra&tiſed, and therefore my laboure may well be 
ſpared. Bur for her keeping and ordering -after her Co- 
vering,lether not drinke that ſhe defireth, bur continue 
her with the ſame dyert which formerly ſhe had before 
her covering for th:ee weekes or a month after, leſt the 
feed might fortune to be impaired, before the Colt be 
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y ſufficiently formed in the womb, and let her be kepr 
5f ſweete and cleane as may be, and that without any 1a- 
bour or exerciſe during that three weekes or mcneth : 


- After which tearme you may, if you pleaſe, inure her 
: to moderate labour, wherein have a ſpecial care of 
© foure things - Firſt, that ſhe be not at any time gal- 
# lopped, or runne off from her winde: Secondly, that 


the be not put to carry heavy burthens: Thirdly, that 
ſhe be neither laboured or travelled in extreame hear : 
And laſtly, that her exerciſe benot ſuch which may 
provoke her to ſweat violently, for every of theſe things 
will cauſe her to miſcarry. 

She being thus with fole; ſhemuſt be kept in the 
houſe until mid-May, at leaſt, and then let firſt her 
ſhooes be taken off, her feet pared,well, the Fruſh and 
heeles opened, and plates after the manner of running 
ſhooes ( but not to come home to the heeles ) ſet on ; 
let her runne 1n the drieſt Ground you have, yet not (0 
ſhort of graſſe, but that ſhe may at her eaſe fill her bel- 
ly at leaſt once a day, and about the latter end of Sep- 
tember, ( it not before ) let her be very carefully taken 
into the houſe, bur ſo quietly, that you ſhall not endan- 
cer the hurting of her belly, either by che ruſhing of 
other Horſes and Mares againſt her, or through her 
unruly leaping, or inconfiderate bruſhing againſt pots, 
doores, or the like. Let her be kept thus in the houſe 
to the time of her foling, and long after, and let her 
diet be as before is preſcribed. 

And whea the time of her foling approacheth, let 
her keeper attend carefully upon ber, putting her into 
a houſe convenient for her, unhalcred and untied, leſt 


in foling, the Colt receive damage , by reaſon that 
Mares 
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Mares do commonly caſt their foles ſtanding: Wher- 
fore let not the roome whereinto you put her, be too 
ſtreight, but very warme( for warmth is a great com- 
fort as well to Mares with fole, as in foling ) andler 
good ſtore of ſtraw be layed, that the Fole may fall 
trom the Mare the ſofter, and be in lefſe danger of 
harme, and let her (I ſay )be watched for feare the 
Fole come not right; and ſo ſoone as ſhe hath foled 
and licked it dry, let her keeper preſently milke” and 
ſtroake her, and that before the Colt do ſuck her, 
which will both canſe her to give down her milke, 
making the ſame to multiply, and alſo keepe the Udder 
that the milke do nor clod, which if it ſhould do, the 
Mare might happily in ſhort time become dry, whereof 
if there be any pagil, I then adviſe you to- draw as 
much milke from her as you can, and boile it with, the 
leaves of Lavender, or Spike, and (o bath her Udder 
therewith warme, continuing ſo daily to do, until by 
-this meanes you have broken the curd,knobs,and knots, 
cauſing them to be diſſolved. And as for the water 
which ſhe is to drinke for ſome time after her foling, 
let it be either ſweete Maſhes, or white water, anda 
month after her foling, give her a Maſh, putting there- 
into the powder of Brimſtone, or Savin, or the like, 
which will be a great preſervation ofthe Colt , and 
then if ſhe be moderately laboured either at Plough 
or Harrow, if ſhe will draw, as well the Mare as Colt 
will proſper the better; provided ſhe be kept from 
raw meat while ſhe remaineth in the Stable, by which 
meanes ſhe will che ſooner recover ſtrength, luſt, and 
courage, and have ſtore of good milke, which will cauſe 
the Colt to thrive the better, and to grow to be of the 
| greater 


greater bone, which above a!l things is a matter. ot 
greateſt conſequence. And that you iuffer not the Co © 
to ſuck the Mare when ſhes commeth from work, un- 
tili ſhe be throughly cold, leſt chereby you ſurfer the 
Colt. | 
Thus much I have thought fir to handle of this ſub- 

jet; and albeit | hve laboured herein to attain to 
b-evity, neverthe'efle the premiſes well conſidered, I 
ſhall not greatly offend in prolixity, howſoever this my 
manner of breeding being different from the 0!d received 
Cuſtomes, will no: (I do afſuie me) paſſe void of cen- 
ſure, But as touching old cuſtomes, thus much 1.do 
averre, that as they are in many caſes of that force, as 
no law is able to abrogate; ſoon the contrary pait, 
many of them are ſo abſurd and ridiculous, as nothing 
can be more; for what ſaith the Civill Law ? Thoſe 
things which by event or ſucceſs of time are found to be per- 
wicious or hurtfull, even thoſe things ought to be repealed, 
yea albeit they were at the firſt ys, profitable. Which 
ground holdech good in nothing ſo much as in old Cu- 
ſtomes,for of their abſurdicies, I am able to produce in- 
ſtances nota few; howſoever with many, 7t i one of 
Hercules greatef labours to beat many a man from his old 
Cuſtomes be they never ſo bad, albeit Cuſtome is a meer Ty- 
rant, and his ſoveraignty moſt inſuſferable, as a grave Au- 
thour very well obſerveth.; | 
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How to make and order your Stable. 


Breeding,I hold it a thing very behove- 
tul to be handled, how your ſtable ought 
| to be accommodated, Firſt therefore 
[your ſtable ſhould be (cituate where the 
* ayreis wholeſome, pure, and good,and 
the ground dry : the ſtructure would be either of free- 
Stoneor Brick, buc Brick is beſt, moſt wholeſome, and 
warmeſt ; Beſides this benefic brick hath, which Stone 
hath not, of being very dry,for Stone will weep, and 
ſwear drops of water againſt rain and myſty weather, 
which begetceth damps,and cauſeth Rheumes in Hor- 
ſes. Your ſtable ought not to have any unſavoryGurrer, 
Channel,or Sink near to it,no Jakes, Hogſties, or Hen- 
rouſt, whereby to annoy it. It would be alfo ſeeled over 
head, © and have ſtrong dores, with locks, bolts, and 
barres anto it. The Rack would not be made too high, 
or ewo low, but placed in an indifferent proportion, 
and ſo artificially ſer, that neither the duſt or the hay- 
ſeeds m:y fallinto his mane, or upon his neck-and face.” 
The Manger would be et at an indifferent height;made 
deep, and of one entire piece, as well for ſtrength as for 
conveniency to be kept ſweet and clean, Let the flore 
be pitched with flint,and not planked, The windows 
would be made with handſome ſhuts and caſements, 
and well glazed, as well to keep our cold and wind, as 


alo (when there may be cauſe) to let in the cool and 
'. freſh 


< f Aving thus waded into this myſtery of 
ee 
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freſh ayre. Again, take heed there be no lome wall or 
plaiſter, ſo near as that the Horle may reach thereto 
with his mouth + for upon that he will gaaw, which 
may do him much prejudtce, and be the cauſe of much 
dangerous fickneis;tor Lome and Lime are ſuffocating 
things, they will infect and putrifie the blood. endan- 

er the Lungs, and be ao friend to his; wind : neither 
faſfer any dung to lyenear him. Furthermore there 
would be made a fair Loft, wherein to lay hay, and 
convenient lodging chambers for your Grooms, whoſe 
nearneſle, rogerher with cheir care and vigilancy might 
prevent many dangers and inconveniences which may 
accrue unto your Horſes by night. Alfo let a neat Sad- 
dle-houſe be contrived with Bings for Provender,and in 
it Preſſes, wherein co lay up the Saddles, Bridles, and 
all other furniture appertaining to Horſes,and an Aqua- 
dutt whereyith to'bring water to the Stable. And 
laſtly, other Stalls would be erected remote, wherein 
upon occaſion to ſever the ſick from the ſound. Many 
other accoutrements there are belonging toa perfect 
Stable, as partitions with boards, poſts,and barrs.,. with 
pins driven intoevery poſt, whereon to hang Bridles 


and the like; ſhelves alſo faſtned to the wall ſerving for * 


many uſes, to place neceſſaries upoh, 8c. which being 
known to all men, will be needleſfle tor me here to re- 
eat. 

, But you may peradventure ſtartle at paving, rather 
then planking your flore, preferring planks as warmer, 
and much better then flint or a pitched flore can be; 
as alſo for that it is anew thing, little practiſed, and (el- 
dome heard. | 

But give me leave (I pray) alittle toinform your

underſtanding in this one poynt, by which means your 
judgement may fortune to be much betrered, Firſt 
therefore whereas novelty may be objected, I ſhall 
moſt eaſily affoyl that point, even from the (elf-ſame 
ground in the civil Law, which I inſerted inthe con- 
cluſion of the precedent Chapter, vis, That things 
found tobe prejudicial,ought to be inhibited,although 
they might be thought needful,and good in foreknown 
times. For that paving of ſtables is better then plank- 
ing them; I havereaſons not a tew wherewith to ſa- 
tisfie a reaſonable man... Firſt, it is much more durable 
and laſting, ſuppoſing the flore to be pitched'by an ex- 
pert workman: Secondly, it is leſſe charge by much, - 
and therefore in that point the better - Thirdly, for a 
Horl(e to ſtand continually upon a pitched flore, it em- 
boldneth his feet, and treading the more: Foutthly, it 
is the moſt excellent thing that may be for Colts, who 
areunſhod; for it hardneth their hooves, ſo as by 
cuſtome they will be as bold co go upon ſtones, rocky, 
and hard wales, as Horſes that are ſhod : neither will 
a pitched flore ſuffer the hoofe to go abroad in manner 
of an Oyſter : beſides the uſe thereof will make their 
hooves more tough, durable, and hollow inſomu. h as 
when they ſhall come to be ſhod, and to have exerciſe, 
they will cairy their ſhoos much longer, better, and 
with more eaſe then otherwiſe, it they had been uſed to 
a planked flore. P, 
Now on the contrary part, which concerneth the” 
planked flore, char (Iſay) cannot in reaſon be fo good 
by many degrees. Firſt,it is more flippery,out of which 
reaſon amettled horſe may ſoon be in danger to be la- 
med or ipoyled, by ſome ſudden flip, whe;eot I "—__ 
a 
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had often experience which apitched ſtable is not ſo 
ſubje& unto,Secondly,the planks oftentimes ſhrinking, 
tie Horſe (eſpecially it he bea ſtirrier who is accuſto- 
med to curvet in the Stable) may eaſily break a plank, 
and his foot getting into a hole, or between the planks, 
che Horle plunging and ſtriving may eafily break his 
leg before he ſhall be able co get it forth, whereof I 
have more then once been oculatus tes: Thirdly, when 
you pur forth your Horſes to run at grafſe, all or the 
moſt part of Summer, during which time the ſcorch- 


ing heats will ſo ficcicate and dry the planks, which: 


will cauſe them to warp, and the pinns which holdech 
them down to the joyces will rot, and ſo the planks 
give way, eſpecially when horſes (who not being han- 
dled in tome moneths before) becomming wild, ram- 
mage, and unruly, are newly brought into the ſtable, 
who teeling the planks to move, yield, and give way 
under them, will fall from ſtarting rhereat, to flinging, 
leaping,bounding, and plunging, cill they have 7 
red the pianks,and thereby have endangered both them- 
ſelves, the reſidue of their fellows,and thoſe who might 
come to their help and ſuccour, which is a thing very 
frequent in a flore of this nature : Fourthly, whereas 
you may imagine that a planked: flore is warmer then 
a paved or pitched, I do know the contrary; for your 
picched flore hath no yaults,or channels under them,like 
as hach your planked, wherewith to convey the water 
which paſlſeth from the Horſes, by which means the 
horſe lyeth over a moyſt and dampith place and vault, 
and beitdes that, the evil ſavour of the Horſe-piſle will 
Le evermore in their noſe, which is moſt unwholſome, 
noyſome, and many times the cauſe of much infirmity; 
D3 neither 
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neither canir inreafon be lo warme 2s 1s the pitched 
lore, for that the cainks and awgre-holes bored 
chrough the planks (which muſt alwayes be kept open 
colet forth the urine ) doth give way:to the cold wind, 
wh ch continually aſcendeth up to the horle, as well ly- 
ing as ſtanding, cannot but do him much dammage. TI 
do therefore affirme, that if your Groom have a care to 
licter his horſe well, ſo as hemay lye ſoft and warme, 
( which is a prime property appertaning to his office ) 
your horſe will then proſper, and like much better up- 
oua pitched flore then he can upon a planked ; provi- 
ded your flore be laid even, nor higher before then be- 
hind, more then ſo much that may make the water to 
avoyd to his hinder feet, where there ought to bea 
(mall gutter to cauſe it to paſle away ; for in raiſing 
your flore ſo much, I doe abſtra&t from the ancient ill 
cuſtome, by reaſon that a Horſe ſtandeth higher before 
then he doth behind, his hinder legs will (well, and fo 
he becometh lame, beſides, it giveth him ataine in 
the back and kidneys; and to conclude, his long ſtan- 
ding in this uneafie manner, begetteth in the poor beaſt 
much paine and grief, and this occaftoneth unto him 
( which would not otherwiſe be) the putting forth of 
| Wind-gals, Pains, Scratches, and-ſ\uch like noyſome 
{orances, | p 
Another thing may peradventure be thought 
ſtrange, which I have handled in the former Chapter, 
where intreat of breeding; in that I would have the 
Ofthe rimecf time of the Mares foling to be either in December or 
PE, Fanuary,this being in the very depth of Winter, as well 
when the ſeaſon is commonly coldeſt, and when little 
or no graſle is to be had, ſo as of neceſſity the _ 
| | mu 
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muſt be houſed, and fed with hard meat, whereby her 

milke will be in ſo {mall a proportion, as either to en- 

danger the ſtarving of the Colr, orelſeart leaſtwiſe 

keepe him ſo poor and feeble, as not to be ableto 

orow, thrive, or proſper to any purpoſe. To fatisfie this 
icruple, I ſay from long experience, that the Winter 

ſeaſon for a Mare to fole in, beyond all peradventure, 

is the very beſt, as well for the Mare as the Colt, ſuppo- 

ſing ſhe be kept in a warme houſe ; and as for her 

milke, ſhe will have great plenty, and that much bet- 

ter and more nouriſhing then chat milke which the 

Colt thall ſuck from his Dammear graſle, ſo as there- —— 
by the Colt ſhall be more lufty, ſtrong, healthy, grea- in the Stable, 
ter of bone and ſtature, better able to endure hardinefle, hen at grafls 
better knit, cleaner limbed, more neatly joynted and '* "EG: 
hooved, and keep his fleſh better then that Colt that 

is foled in May, Fune, or any the hotter months - and 

my reaſon is, that albeit grafſe cauſerh greater plenitude 

of milke, ( which I deny not ) yet is not theſame fo 

good and nouriſhing: for the milke which the Colt 

luckerth at graſle, is very thin and watry z and albeit 

winter food begetteth not ſo great a.quantity of milke, 

yet the ſame will be thicker, more ſubſtanciall and of 

oreater nutriment, ( the Mare being very 'well ted') 

which will feed the Cole very fat, and make him more 

luſty and ſtrong, (as T have ſayd ) thenif the Mare the 

whole Summer and Winter through, atdin all:the ex- 

tremity of heats and colds had been kept abroad. More- 

over, the Colt beſides the milke he draweth from che 

Mare, will alſo feed with her upon Hay, Oates, Bran, 

and ſuch like food, which- will do him much plealure-: 


But ſome againe will ay, that their teeth are (o tender, 
| as 
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as that they will not be able rochew and eat ſuch kind 
of hard meats; I anſwer, they are very much miſta- 
ken, for, not only my ſelfe alone, but ſundry others have 
with me been eye-witnefſles of the contrary therefore ' 
this neecs no firther ſolution, And whereas it hath 
been objected unto me, that that Colt which is foled in 
May, or Solſtice, in that ſeaſon, the Mare will have ſtore 
of milke, thus much I do ingenuouſly confeſle, but then 
what manner of milke will it be 2 None other then ſuch 
as ſhall be marvellous thin and watriſh, ( as Iſayd be- 
fore ) which abundance will alſo fayle, even when the 
Colt hath moſt need thereof, that is, when the Colt 
beginneth tro come up to ſome ſtrength, and at what 
time he ſhould receive moſt nutriment;to wit, when the 
winter commeth on, whoſe Snows, Froſts, cold raines, 
and Flouds will not alittle nip and pinch the Colt, and 
enfeeble the Mare in ſuch terrible and deſperate man- 
ner, that ſhe will want her former plenty of food, warm 
and dry lodging, and other neceſlary reliefe and ſu- 
ſtentation, and ſo in like manner, her abundance of 
milke, at what time her poore Colt ſhould depend up- 
on the enfeebled Mare, who is not able to ſupply its 
owne need : by meanes whereof it muſt neceſſarily fall 
out, that ſhe muſt bring both her ſelfe and her Colt to 
extreame poverty, not being able to ſuſtaine her owne 
life, much leſſe her Colts and her owne, and (o become 
feeble before winter be halte ſpent; and over and 
above all this, the Colt will by his running abroad with 
the Mare, become (o favage and wild, as thar if any 
infirmity ſhould happen to ſeize upon it, its owne un- 
rulineſle will be ſo great, that the Cure may thereby 


become the more difficile: for to ſpeake truly, _— 
| ave 
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have been, and dayly are the numbers of Colts, yea, 
and thoſe many times rightly bred ,' which have miſ* 
carried and periſhed in this nature, 

I do therefore conciude, and as a'friend tomy Coun- 
trey.averre, that the ableſt way to breed-. up the -beſt 
and moſt ſerviceable Horſes, is (as I have betore incul- 
cated) after this method and none other; and there- 
fore I am bold to adviſe all noble Gentlemew who are 
lovers of good Horſes, and ot this myſtery, to make 
tryal, and to put theſe my rudiments in execution, and 
he will never (I do well aſſure me): hereafter, either al- 
ter or ſwerve from them ; for of this kind , of breeding, 
I haye had more then tourty yeares good experience : 
during which time, I intimated chele my grounds to a 
Knight, an intimate friend of mine, who was a greac 


| lover of good Horſes, and as great a Breeder, as alover 


of them, and very well verſed'in Horſe-man-ſhip, who 
hearing my reaſons, and throughly digeſting them, ap- 
proved of them ſo well, as that he tell ro Sow theſe 
my inſtructions, and eſteeming them ſufficient, would 
never be brought from chem after z he affirming, no 
way comparable to this : for he found by plain de- 
monſtration, thar whereas in former times in breeding 
(as commonly he did, ten or twelve Colts yearly , ) 
when they came to Backing, Riding and proof of thoſe 
tenor twelve, he thought himſelf well appayed, and 
his labour and coſt well beſtowed, if two or three at the 
moſt proved right, and to his minds, whereas ever 
after, in ten Colts thus bred and reared up hardly any 
one miſſed, which proved not right and to his good 
liking : and this manner of breeding, madehim more in 
love with this myſtery, then ever before, reaſon diQa- 
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ting it ſo well unto him. For,moſt certain it is, when 
the Stallion and Mare are both right, and have all their 
crue attributes, and the time, ſeaſon and manner of 
breeding, with all circumſtances thereunto belonging, 
punctually and in every point duely obſerved ; it will 
bea hard matter for the Colt toproveill - bur ifother- 
wiſe, then marvel not if the Colt anſwer not your ex- 
pectation, according to the Greek Adage, which 
faith ; z9x73z9cax© rgxdy cov, Fade Stre, Fade Colt. Where- 
fore if upon tryall it ſhall appear co you, that you have 
hitherto been to feek of the true grounds, and of the 
originall cauſes why you haye not bred ſo many good 
Horſes as you have deſired, . do not then wonder that 
The cauſe of your errour, and of ſo great a miſchief hath 
ftoln upon and deceived you: for the great decay of good 
Horſes, together with thoſe infinite errours in breedine, 
and Horſe-maneſhip ; that increaſe that is, being in io 
vile amanner of baſe Jades;, have ſo {warmed in this 
kiagdome, as that (a lamentable caſe to be related) of 
one rightly bred,vve now a daies have a thouſand Jades ; 
£0 the greatdifhonour, diſprofic, and weakning both of 
King and Countrey. And what is thereaſon ? 1 ſhall 
ina wordtell you 7t i impoſſible for a man to bring his 
work to its wiſhed perfettion, who never knew the true 
grounds of his prenviples. 
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CHAP. IV. 
of the Marks, Colours, and Shapes of Harſes, 


S232 He next thing befitting our ſubjeR, is to 
TINS © ſpeak (albeit briefly) of the Colours, 
Su Marks, and perfect ſhapes of Horſes: 
Whereia I wil firſt deliver other mens 
{ opinions,and laſtly, mine own, Some 
To there be who hold that + Colours, 
Marks, and ſhapesare little material co make up a per- 
fe Horſe, which I'will not contradi,for my me:ning 
is not to traduce or controul any man : but this I will 
fay, that if a good harſe have theſe properties adherent 
to his goodnefle, then is he queſtionlefle in much bet- 
ter eftcem ; for if beauty be added to his other inward 
vertyes, then is he(like to the nightingale inthe begin- 
ing of Aprill,heard, and hearkenned unto) more praiſe- 
worthy, and better prized. For a Horſe if he be good 
and ſerviceable, well mettled, bold, and hardy, of a 
gentle condition, ofa round and comely trot and pace, 
lightly and well born, eþedient:mouched, ſyre on-faqt, 
tough, ſtrong, and eaſtez will (TI fay) not ſuch 
2 Horſe be well eſteemed? But if together with 
theſe good properties, there ſhall be added, gaod 
colour, true marks, and perfe& ſhape ; which caulerh 
him to appear moſt beautifall co all beholders : will 
not theſe endowments (et him the better forth, and 
cauſe him to be the better eſteemed, of every man deſi- 
red, and much more money offered for him ? nay, ſhall 
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not you (whoſe the Horſe is) be come unto,be ſued un- 
to, have letters ſent you from ſundry friends, and will 
not your ſelfe prize him at a higher rate then otherwiſe 
you would have done* yes affuredly , and hereof I 
make no queſtion, True it is, and IT muſt confeſle no 
lefſe, that a Horſe may be very good, and perform his 
function very well, who hath neither good colour, true 
marks or perfe& ſhape ; neveitheieſle, theſe extrinſe- 
cal vertues are more frequently to be found, and better 
obſerved to be mgood Hortes, in whom are colour, 
marks, and ſhape, than in horſes which are otherwiſe. 
Wherefore becauſe theſe things are termed exteriour 
vertues,and therefore takes its objec from the eye one- 
ly, I will conjoyn them alrogether in this my dilcourſe, 
and ſhew you what hath been, and is the opinion of 
both ancient and modern Writers. Y7zrei/1n his Geor- 
gicks, handling moſt accurately ſundry points of Hul- 
bandry, among other things in his third book of Geors- 
gicks, deſcribeth the Horle, as well his breeding, and 
his ſeveral ſorts of imp'oyments, as his colour, . ſhape, 


and marks; yea, and that in moſt exquifite manner: 


and thus he beginneth : 

Let the Males zoe 
Without reftraint to venery, and ſo 'Þ 
By timely breeds preſerve a perfet# kind. 
T heir firſt aze beſt, all wretched mortalls find; } 
After difeaſes and old age do come, 
L abour ,and deaths inexorable doom.

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And ſuch a choyce you muſt in Horſes make, 
By hims, whom you for Stallion mean to take, 
As hope of all the race, ele with care, 
Even from a tender Fole ſuch Colts as are 


of generous race, ay when at firſt their fol'd, 


Walk proudly, their ſoft joynts ſcarce knit, and bold, 
Dare lead the way, into the rivers enter, 

And dare themſelves on unknown ſeas to venture, 
Nor frighted with wain noyſes. lofty neck'd, 

Short heaated, ſlender belly'd, and broad back'd; 
Broad and full breſted ; let his cologr be 
Browne-bay, or gray, white proves not commonly, 
Nor fleſhe-colour, when wars alarums ſound, 

His noſtrils gather, and breath fire, no ground 
Can hold his ſhaking joynts, his fear advances, 

Hu thick curl'd Mane on his right ſhoulder dances. 
His back bone broad and ftrong,the hollow ground 
Trampled beneath his hard round hoofe doth ſound. 
Such was that Horſe, which Spartan Pollux tam'd, 
Fierce Cyllarus, aud Mars his Horſes fam'd 

By th'old Greek Poets, or thoſe two that drew 
Achilles Chariot : ſuch a ſhape and hew 

At his wives commngz, flying Saturn took, 

And all high Pelion with ſhrill neighings ſhook, 

Tet when diſeaſe or age have brought to nowght 

this horſes ſpirit let him at home be wrought. 

Nor ſpare his baſe old age. 4 Horſe grown old 
Though he in vain attempt 2t oft, ts cold 

ToVenery and when he's brought to try | 
(Like that great flrengthleſſe fire in ſtubble dry) 

In vain he rages; therefpre firſt tis good 

To mark bis age, his courage audkis brood, 
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With other arts haw ſad horſe will be 
When overcome, how proud of wittory. 

Doeſt thou not ſee when through the field in ſpeed, 
Two racing Chariots from the Lifts are fied, 

The young mens hearts all riſe, as ferth they ſtart, 
And feare with joy confounded, ſtrikes each beart ? 
They give their Horſe the raines, and laſh thens on, 
Their hurried wheeles — as they run; 

Now low they zoe, now r1ſe as they would flye 
Through th' empty ayre, and mount up to the shy © 
No reſting, no delay, a ſandy cloud. 

Darkens the ayre, they on through ſhowings loud 

Of ſtanders by, all ſmeat. and fam'd db fly, 

So zreat's their love of prayſe end vidbory. 

Firſt Erifthonius Chariots did invent, 

And by foxre Horſes drawn in triumph went. 

The Peletronian Lapithes firſt found 

The uſe of backing Horſes, taught then bound, 

And run the Ring ; taught Riders t* exerciſe 

In martiall rankes both equal Myſteries : 

The Maſters of both theſe have equal need 

To finde out Horſe of courage, and good ſpeed, 

Though nc're ſs nobly borne, though oft in game 

They won the prize. and for their Comntrey claime 
Epire, or fam'd Mycenz, or elſe tooke 

Their birth at firſt from Neptunes trident ſtroke. 

Theſe things obſery'd at Covering time, they care 

To make their Stallion ſtrongly fat and faire 

The father of therr brood; for him they mow 
Choyce grafſe, ſweet ſtreams, and corne to hins allow, 
Leſt he ſhould faile his pleaſant worke to doe, 

And th' young ones ftarvelines from his hunger grow. 
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But they of purpoſe keep the females light 
And leane : and when they have an appetite 
To venery, let them nar drinke nor cate, 
And comrſe themoft, and tye them in the heate, 

When in ful Barnes the ripe corne crowded lies, 
As empty chaffe before the weſt winds flyes. 
And thus they doe, leſt too much raxckneſſe make 
The breeding, ſoyle, and fatted farrowes take 
Too dull a ſenſe ; but that they ſhould draw in 
Seed with defere, and lodge it ſafe within. 

But if thy minde thow more to war doe give, 

or through Jov's woed, would'ſt racing Chariots drive, 
And ſwiftly paſſe by "iſa's River ſide - 
Thy firſt taske us to make thy Horſe abide 
To the ſouldiers armesheare their loud voyees, 
The trumpets ſound,and ratlinz Chariots noyſes, 
And oft within the ſtable let him heare 
The claſhing whip,heel more and more appeare 
Tobe delighted with his maſters prayſe, 
And when he ſtrokes his neck,his courage rayſe. 
When firſt hees wean'd from ſucking, let him heare 
Theſe things,and trembling be compel'd to weare 
Soft halters oft about his head , but when 
Hrs life hath ſeene four Summersteach hins then 
Torun the Ringzn order highto beat | 
The ground, and both wayes skilfully curveat 
As if he toyl d, then let hims with his ſpeed 
Challenge the wind, and from all —_ freed, 
Scowre 0're the champion fields ſo ſwift, that there 
The ſands no print of his light-foot doe beare. 
Sowhen the Scythians gufts, aud North-weſt wind 
From their cold quarter fiercely blow, and bind 
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The dry clowds up : all o're the waving field | 
Corne bows with equall blaſts ; woods tops do yield 
A murmuring noyſe, long waves roule on the ſhore, 
Forth flies the wind, ſweeps lands and waters o're 
Thy Horſe thus ordred to the races end 
All bloudy fom'd, vidtoriouſly will tend, 
Or - his tamed neck will better bow © 
To araw the Belgian Chariot ; let him grow 
Full fed, whence he is broken well, nor feare 
His growth ,, ſo fed before he's broke, he'le beare 
Too great a ſtomack patiently to feele

See how the Horſes | onkical tremble, when 
A Mare's known ſent he through the ayre doth feele, 
No ſtripes, no ſtrength of men, no bit of ſteele, 
No Rocks, nor Dikes, or Rivers in his way, 
Which roxle whole mountaines, can his fins ſtay. 
But ſtrangeſt far 
1s thoſe Mare's frious love, which Venus ſent, 
When they their Maſter Glaucus piece-meal rent. 
Love makes them mount 0're bf Gargarus 
And (mim the ſtreame of ſwift Aſcanius, 
And when Lov's flame their greedy marrow burnes, 
Moſt in the Spring,( for heat then moſt returns 
To th'bones) upen high rocks they take their places, 
And tothe weſtern wind all tarn their faces, © 
Suck in the blaſt, and(wonders to be ſaid) 
Grow great with fole without the horſes aid. 
Theno're the Rocks and Yalleys all they run, 
Not tothe North, nor te the riſing Sun, 
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Nor Caurus quarter, nor the Sonth whence riſe 
Black ſhowers,which darken and difturb the shies, 
Hence flows thick poyſon from the groyns of theſe, 
Thich ſhepheards traly call. Hyppomanes ; 
Hyppomanes, which oft bad Step-dames uſe, 
And charming hearbs, and banefall words infuſe, 
But time irreparable flies away. &c: 


Du- Bartas that famous French Poer, doth likewiſe in 
his Treatiſe of the Handy-crafts, excellently deſcribe 
the co!our, ſhape, - and properties.of a good Horſe, in 
the fourth part of the firſt day of the ſecond week, which 
beginneth rhus :

The wiſe wax 't Rider not eſteeming beſt, 
To take too much now of his luſty beaſt 
Reſtraines his fury,then with learned wand, 
The triple-corvet makes him underſtand: 
Vrith skilfull voyce he gently cheares his pride, 
And on his neck bis flattring palm doth glide : 
He ſtops him ſteady ſtill, new breath to take, 
And inthe ſame path brings him ſoftly back: 
But th angry Steed, riſing and rearing _— 
Striking the ſtones, ſtamping ,and neighing loudly ; 
Cals for the Combate, plunges, leaps and prances, 
Befomes the path,with ſparkling eyes he glances: 
Champs on his burmſht Bit, Ju. gloriouſly 
His nimble fet-locks lifteth belly-high : 
Alt fide-long jaunts, on either ſide h Juſtles, 
Ana's waving Creſt couragiouſly he briſtles ; 
Making the gazers glad on every ſide = 
To give more room unto his portly pride. 

Cain gently ſtrokes him, and now ſure in ſeat, 
Ambitiouſly ſeeks ſtill ſome freſher feat : 
To be more famous, one while trots the Ring, 
Another while he doth him backward bring: 
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| Then of all fear h: makes him lightly bound, 
And to each hand to menage riehely round : 
to ſtop, to turn, to caper, and to ſwim, 
To dance, to leap, to hold up any liname : 
And all ſo done,with time, grace, or dared kill, 
As both had but one body and one will: 
T one for his part n0 little glory gaines, 
T other through pradtiſe by degrees attaines 
Grace in his Gallop,in his pace agility, 
Lightneſſe of head, and in his ſtop facility: 
Strength in his __ ftedfaſt menagings, 
Aptneſſe in all, and in his conrſe new wings. &c. 


A famous Ferrier of Paris delivereth theſe colonrs 
ofa good Horſe, wich becauſe they are in French verſe, 
I have Engliſhad them verbatim thus : 


If youdeſire a Horſe thee long to ſerve, 4 
Take abrown-bay,and him with care preſerve: 
The gray's not ill, bat he is prized far 
That ts cole-black, and blazed with a ſtar : 
If for thy ſelf, or friend,thou wilt procure 
”.> A Herſe, let him white Lyardbe, hel long endure, 


Of the colours And the ſame French-man-ſheweth,what be alſo the 
tz Hoſe. properties and markes which a good Horſe ought to 
have ; whereof three are to be of an Oxe, three of a 
Fox, three ofa Hart, and threeof a Woman, Thoſe 
three of an Oxe, areto have, a fair and full eye, a large 
neck, and to be ſtrong and ſhort joynted, Thoſe three 
of 2 Fox,are, to have a comely and ſhort trot,ſmall,and 
long eares, and a buſby tay], Thoſe three of a Hart, 
. are 
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are to have lean and dry legs, to be well riſen before, 
and a lean head. Thoſe three of a Woman, areto be 
large and fair breaſted, to have a beautiful and full hair, 
and gentle to his Rider and Keeper.” | 

The ſame Authour delivereth yet further what 
ought to be'the colour and ſhape of a good Horſe. Thoſe 
Horſes (ſaith he) that are of a cheſt-nut colour, with 
Mane and Tayl black, are commonly good, The Sor- 
rel if his Mane, Tay], Knees, Fetlocks, and liſt along 
his back, be black, are for the moſt part good, if they 
be otherwiſe free from evill conditions as not at any 
time £o lye down inthe water, reſtite, and ſuch like 
bad qualities, The Brown bay, Dun, Dapple-grey, Iron- 
grey, if their extremities be black, are many times ve- 
ry good, if they be well choſen. All Horſes (ſaith he) 


muſt have good Legs, good Feet, and their Fetlockes Ofrh fh-pe 


muſt not be overcharged with hairz they muſt have 
alſo good eyes, obedient mouthed, and well. mettled:: 
they muſt not have Fat or fleſhy legs, buc to have a 
great belly, well riſen before, ſtreight backe, not char- 
ged with over great ſhoulders, he muſt have a thin 
bended neck, like a Carps back, a good Crouper, large 
Thighes, round well ſpread Buctocks, and a traia well 


ſeton: alcan, dry, and thin Head, a full ſparkling 


Eye, a wide Noſtril, a wide, thin, and lean Jaw, a 
looſe Thropel, a well-cruſſed together Body, and Legs 
not toolong ; being thus accoutred and ſhaped, - it is 
yery probable he wil be very ſerviceable, He allo 
ſheweth ſignes whereby-to know the gaad .or;evil 


light of a Horſe. Every Horſe(faich he) hatha feather How to k1ow 


ig his Face betwixt his.eyes: if the {aid fearher be * 
high above the. eyes, then hath he 3fluredly a good 
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and perfe& fight; bur if the feather be below his eyes, 
the horſe then hath ofc times a bad ſight: Obſerve this 
rule well, and you ſhall findeit to be a thing moſt cer- 
raine, He alſo givethother markes touching the Legs of 
2 horſe - which briefly are, that a horſe muſt have his 
fore-legs above the knees, to be ſtrong, flat, and large, 
albeit the lower part of the Legs be ſmall : provided he - 
have a good foot, which ſuppoſing, he may prove a 
horſe of long continuance. Another Authour ſpeaking 
of the colours of Horſes, doth denominate them after 
this manner, viz, A Browne-Bay, a Black-Roan, or 
Black full of filver hayrs, Cole-Black, Cheſt-nuc, Dark- 
Bay, Fly-bittenzor White-Lyard. The Browne: Bay is 
ſo highly eſteemed withal Narions, as that they doe 
with one aſſent alwayes ranke him in the very firſt place 
of colours - the Italians and French doe ſo much prize 
the Brown-Bay, as that they evermore call that colour 
Bayary Loyall, the Loyal Bayard, or more properly ac- 
cording. to our Engliſh phraſe, traſty Bayard. The 
French, Italians, and Germans doe very far commend 
and prefer three ſorts of Colours in Horſes; to wir, 
the Browne-Bay, the Cheſt-nur, and the Cole-Black ; 
but they doe evermore prefer the Browne-Bay to the 
firſt place. Maſter Blundevile, and Maſter Markham do 
both accord'in the choyce of the Colours of che Horſe, 
and they never doe failein prefering the Browne-Bay 
to the firſt place, . 

What ſhall Ineede ſpeake any more of Colours ; I 
willnow proceede to their Markes, wherein, albeit in 
moſt things all in a manner doe agree ; yet onely in 
ſome few points there is ſome ſmall difference. All 


oenerally aſſent in the - white Starre, and white foote, 
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if the blaze be not too broad, or the foote too high 
white abour.the Paſterne, for thea it is called hoſed, or 
baskened : Somecommend the ſhimme, or raſe down 


che face, if it benoc much broader then a three-penny poke ag 


filke Ribben, but then ic muſt come to end juſt berween 
the Noſtrils, and not_ be more on che one ſide of the 
face, then on the other, This indeede is of all true 
Horſe-men eſteemed a moſt beautifull good Marke, and 
weli becommetch a good Ho: ſe. Some would have the 
foore being white, tobe on the far foote behinde, and 
ſome againe on the near toore before : I have heard 
ſome highly commend che Horſe tohave two white 
fetea croſle, to nic, the far foote behinde, and the 
neare foote before, like as had a Horſe of the old Lord 
Sandes, being a Courlſer, which he brought out of Italy, 
with ſo much charg, labour, and perill of hts life, ( as 
his Lordſhip did ſundry times report unto mee, ) which 
was 4s a darke bay, and his tiyo fecte a croſſe white 
howſoever I have kaowne ſome Horſe-men diſlike of 
the ſame Markes, yet I could never heare the reaſons 
of their diſlike. A Knight of my acquaintance would 
highly commend the ' Horſe, who had a white foote, 
which was beſpeckled with black motly ſpots; afftirm- 
ing that a Horſe ſo marked did betoken good mecttle, 
great valour, and a heroick ſpirit, for he would al- 
wayes call ſuch a Horſe, Equus genereſus, a Horſe of a 
brave ſpiritz and this he would report, was taught 
him by old Sir Henry Lea, that famous Horſe-man, and 
noleſle excellent Breeder, of whom this Knight boughc 
many delicate Colts, ſome of which were thus marked. 
All good Horfe-men doe atteſt, that the Horſe with 
much white upon his face, raw noſed, ſheath, yard, tu- 
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ell, and hooves white, skin white, and legs hoſed, and 
wall-eyed; is generally weake, faint, of a cowardly 
conditidn, tenders and waſhy of fleſh, ſubject torebelli- 
on, refti feneſle, to ſtarting, ſtumbling, evill ſighted,ſub- 

je ro tire, dangerous to his Keeper, for biting and 
ſtriking ; and ina word, ofa moſt baſe and evill con- 
dition. For the countenance s the trne Index of the mind: 
And a lewd looke progneſticateth a lewd condition: And

and deformed diſpoſition and manners.. It is holden for a 
good Marke in a Horſe ro have many - Feathers about 
his body, as upon his forehead, ſo it be ſcituated above 
the eyes,and the highet it ſtands, the better - Alſo upon 
the middle of the Neck neare to the Creft, under the 
Neck in the middle of the Throple, upon the Breſt, and 
upon both the Flanks, and upon both Bucrocks, which 
for Horſes to have Feathers in theſe, and ſuch like pla- 
ces, is moſt commendable, 

Now 3s touching the perfe&t and true ſhape of a 
Horſe, wherein we- have-more contrariety of opinions, 
then are either in the Colour or Marks,-whereof I have 
given you a taſte already : Nevertheleſle, I will demon-

ledg all this tobe moſt crue, for I have known Hor- 
ſes, who upon their firſt view, have been in extrinſe- 
call ſhew ſo hopefull, as that they have promiſed whar 
a man coui:d expe from them 3 which. notwithſtand- 
ing when they hive come tothe reſt, they have been a 
ſcandal cotheir ſex ; but this is noc a rhing frequear, 
for in every one of theſe who have thus miſcarried, 
you ſhall have twenty who willprove right, and anſwe- 
rable to your mind : Thave alſo known Horſes, which 
wanting theſe good attributes, and who have been as 
different from thoſe we call good, even as Chalk is.

For we cannot ſay; that a Colt ( yet unhandlied)ac three

Wherefore your care muſt be,thar 
want ofgrue ſcience, your Hor may efr-ſooges be 
brought to aſlume ſuch ſiniſter conditions, from which 
he will not be weaned 1a a long time after, Wherefore 
if, your Rider be known to be an able man, and your 
Groamſufficicatly $kilfull, you muſt thenexpeR that 
perfection from your Horſe,you ever hoped. For my 
 partthys much ] aver,thae chis Noble Science (Noble, 
Icall-ic, for that it is a faculty well ns. uely 
Noble Gentleman) is an.art wherein I have been ver- 
ſed and travelled for more then fourty yeares, , a5 well ac 
home,” 25i0parts abroad, in which I have, maſt dilj- 
gently conſumed much time, as well ro the labour . of 
my body and mind, as tomy no ſmall expence: and it 
doth nor alittle trouble me that in places where Loom 
bere in Exg/ard1do find fo few Horle-men,. (confide- = 
ting itis an.I)and that doth aboygd in Horſes, whereof 
no-Kingdomeunder heaven mgre) and 'yet ſo many 
Braggadochies there be, who will ſocrack and boaſt of

ledg, he ſhall be derided | bat like as he either hath or hath it 
not, he (hall be either commended or ſcorned. For you ſhall 
not ſee one ina hundred of theſe pretenders of know- 
ledg, who doth not fo much as vnderſtand the terms 
of this generous myſtery ; and therefore I may truly 
ſay of them: that Not to know the termes or COPING 71 
be iznorant of the Art it ſelfe : And yer I have knowne 
ſome of theſe ſoimpudently weak, as -to take upon 
them to teach, whereat I have not a little marvelled, 
it beinga generall received rule, viz. 1t is impoſible for

__ for chat Rider that is colerick, raſh, haſty, 
and ſoone provoked to impatience, can never: make a 


go0d Horſeman, let him love the Art never ſo well, 


neither ſhall he be able.zo make a Horſe ſo perfe&t as 


otherwiſe he might have done, were he otherwiſe 


conditioned; bur let him apply his beſt endeayours, 
yet that Horſe he makerh, ſhall have defects, which his 
inconſiderate harſhneſſe hath cauſed. For if your yong 
borſe be rightly organized, and as well natured, as well 
mettled, and as correſpondent for markes and colours, 
he ſeldome proves ill in the making, ſuppoſing- his Ri- 
der be maſter of his Arr, but if otherwiſe, by which 
meanes he doe fall into imperfections or vices : it is not 
much to be wonderedar, for thoſe his evil conditions 


and faults are not ſo much to be imputed to the horſe, 


as to his teacher, and as touching curitnes and correi-

from evil Humours, which doe make their reſort to the ,, 
Eyes, or elſe by the meanes of ſome cold taken, which +... | 
breaketh forth at the Zyes, into ſome great Flux, or elſe 
by meanes of ſome hot, fharp, or ſalt Hwwoers which 
doe make their reſort to the Xyes ; all which doe and 
will wc, eyed ſhotten, weeping, or watery Zyes'; 
and theſe doe proceede from inward cauſes. Now theſe 
Maladies which have their (ource from the outward cau- 
fes, are( as I have before mentioned ) either by a Blow, 
Stripe, Prick, bruiſe, or the like, which will cauſe paine 
and anguiſh, and ſuch like inconveniences, whereby the 
Member being diſtempered through heate, burning;

them wereable to ſee alittle, bur after b/opd letting they 
have become ſo blind. asa Beetle ; nor- were they ever 
able { no Art wanting ) to ſee-moreg{o as they after be- 
_ - came very notable ſtrong, and able Milhorſes. Firſt 
therefore I averre, that- inſtead of opening a Yeipe, I

which being let run long, commeth to be a Glanders, 
which in time doth waſte the /ivey of the horſe, whereb 

he dierh ; for if for your better underſtanding you ſhall 
be pleaſed to open Horſes which doe die of this diſeaſe, 
you ſh all evermore finde the chine and pith of the Horſe 
to be ſound and whole, bar the /zwvey periſhed, and his 
lanzs putrified, by reaſon whercof the Horſe long before 
his death caſteth forth of his #ofe much corrupt and 
ſtinking matter and filth ;,wherefore this malady cannot 
inreaſon be ſtiled the wowrn1ing of the Chine,but meerely 
the Glaunders ; and forremedy thereof you ſhall have 
ſundry excellent Receipts when weſhall come to handle 
this diſeaſe, and therefore till then I forbeare to

Hyppoſeras. Sir,as touching this infirmity, I ſay there 
x none f{uch, for you muſt underſtand thatthis diſeafe 
ſo vnlgarly called a broken wind, is truly a ſhortnefſe of 
breath, or attaint or defe@ in the wind, Purfiveneſle, 
the Aſma or Purtifack, as Artiſts doe call it.

The ordinary Feavers are 
thofe” that come of ſarfeirs, over..riding,and labour, 
tmwholeſome rheat;2s moiſt, raw,monldy,and muſty 
bread, cora, provender and hay, of what nature, 
Ccc2 {ort, 
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ſort or condition ſoever ; but your Feavers acciden- 
tall come of ſome terrible ftroke or deep wound, 


- b:inging therewith inſufferable pain, dolour, and 
grief to the poot beaſt ; again,, your ordixary.: Fea- 


vers come oft times by the extream violent ſcorching 
of the Sunne, but moſt commoaly-ia the \cancular 
gaies,as when your horſe-is abroad at graſle,where is 
either want of water; or having ſuch as is neither 
co00d or wholeſome, or elſe where is. want of houſing 
(helter ro gointo, 'or ſhady trees to be under, and 
ſach ki nd of Ages do prove for the moſt part either 
Heftickor peftilent Feavers,for by that meis his bloud 
becometh inflamed, whereby the humour of choller 
is predominate. Now Sir, it you be pleaſed to ob- 
ſerve ſtrialy and carefully, you ſhall alſo fiad that 
Feavers do come many times alſo from a quite con- 
rrary cauſe ; as from cold taken upon hard riding,or 
great labour, and by having at ſuch time cold water 
given him to crink, or by waſhing or walking, ha- 
ving ſweat much,or by being ous tao late.in the criſp 
or putting 1n of the evening, or upon day breaking, 
eſpecially near or among fenny, mooriſh, or mariſh 
grounds, by reaſon that naughty vapours do ariſe 
trom ſuch kind of places. Feavers alſo do accrew 
to Horſes when upon hard riding and great toll, 
you give your Horſe cold water drawn out, of aWel, 
which being much co [der 'then either River or 
Pogd water, doth more chill the Horſe inwardly, 
whereyy heis much morediſtempered, cauſing him 
to quake, and to ſhake exceedingly after his drink, 
which occaftonerh crudities, and an evil habic in 
the fomack,, which doth beger and.ingenders an 
Py. ; Ague 
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Age or Feaver,wherefore after ſweating and- great. 
Koonr,  doadviſe youthat-wharſdever is given him, 
be ficſt ſer over the fire tocake away the chilneffe; 
whereby your Horſe niay take che:lefle damage, for: 
ehat Feavers taken of this-nature,. do commonly 
prove peſtilent Feavers whoſe nature isto_infe& all 
| hisfellows which are in the ſame ſtable-or room 
with him, if he be not either ſpeedily removed from 
his coaſorts, or elſe ſuddenly cured; and the reaſon 
hereof is moſt evident for that when as 2 Horſe hath

continuall itching, as that the Horſe wili (with fre- 
quent rubbing himſelf againſt poſts, pales, trees,and 
walls, &c.)as alſo with his teeth {it he can come to 
the place) bring away the hair, yea the skinne and 
- fleſhallo. And this diſeaſe many ignorant Ferriers 
| have 


Ver volant, 
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have taken to be nought elſe but the louſe of a Hog,. 
which to kill or deſtroy, they onely apply a lictle 
ſope ; but Ihaveoften knownit to prove another 
thing, vis. a formal Ring-worm of Tetter. It is eafily 
known by the falling away of the tire, by reaſon of 
the Horſes continuall ſcrubbing when ir is in. the 
fleſhy part 3 bur if it get intothe joynt betwixrt the 
ropof the rump and the tayle; chen you ſhall know 
itby a kind of ſcab,which you may with your finger 
feele, and if you ſcrape or pick it away, then will 
ifſve forth by little and liccle a kind of chin water, 
which being let long to runne, will in-time runne 
down into his tayle, fromjoynt toJoynt, and there 
become a Cankey,as I ſaid before z whereforeto pre- 
vent this inconvenience,if the eter be inthe joynr,

Take of Precipitat twodrams, and pur. it into a 


ſmall Viall-glafle with fair water, much more then Flying 
will cover the powder, keeping it cloſe ſtopped,and worm or 
with this water waſh the place every day once, atid Tettey. 


it will infallibly cure it. And alwates ſo ſoon as you 
have dreffed the ſorance with this water, and ſtop- 
ped it up again cloſe, then ſhake it together, and (o

cauſe him to fret and fume,that he both overtoyleth 
himſelf in his way, cauſing him to ſweat ſo much, as 
that he loſing his mecrle, hath many times thereby 
inflamed his m_ brought upon himſelf ſick- 
neſle, together with a diſtemperature throughout his

having b:en ſtrongly laid on,that it hath bruiſed the 
fleſh to che bone, whereby ic hath putrified inward- 
ly, and either brake forth of it ſelf, or was opened 
by the Ferrier ; and thus it commeth tobe a Fiſtuls;

ro know it,is, you ſhall perceive the end of the Yard 
to be ſwelled, and when he piſſes you may obſerve 
him to doe it with much paine, and you may alſo ſee 
at other ttmes the 7ard to drop with yellow matter. 
The cure. Give him firſt a Purge preſcribed you in 
lib.2,cap.16.ſei?.14.let.Pand it is the firſt Purgation 
which will eaſe his pain in pifling;then che nexc day, 
Take Roch: Allum one ounce, and white wine one 
pint, boile them till the Allum be diſſolved, then 
bloud- warm injec this Lotion with-a Syringe, put- 
ting it upinto his Tard ſo far as may be, four.or five 
times a day till it bewell. * ,*.
